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Winters may 
be natural

ATLANTA — Those balmy winters of 
the late 1980s. which some called a 
harbinger of global warming, may actually 
have resulted from a natural weather cycle 
that occurs about every 18 years, re- 
scarchcre said Sunday. 

Still, the question remains: How do 
you separate the ordinary vagaries of 
nature from the ones imposed by 
mankind? 

"You want to really understand the natu- 
ral events so you can undcrstnlid the effects 
of hilman things." such as increasing levels 
of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere, said 
Craig Lindberg, a climate researcher at 
Princeton University. 

How a variety of forces — including 
people — may affect the weather wa.s the 
subject of research outlined at u meeting of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. 

The study that looked at the 1980s wann 
spell, when temperatures rose abruptly to 
record-selling levels, was presented by Jef- 
frey Park of Yale University. He nnaly7cd 
100 years of temperature and air pressure 
data to took for recurring paUcm.s of un- 
usual high.s and lows. 

He found an irregular climate cycle that 
occurs every 16 to 18 years. This cycle 
may. in turn, influence the variability of El 
Nino, the block.s of warm Pacific water 
that profoundly affect the weather world- 
wide.

Race divisions 
have no basis 
biologically

ATLANTA — Researchers adept at ana- 
lyring the genetic thrcuds of human diversity 
said Sunday that the concept of race — the 
source of abiding cultural and political divi- 
sions in American sxicty — simply has no 
basis in fundamental human biology. 

Scientists should abandon it. they said. 

Tlicir controversial conclusion grows out of 
a more precise understanding of the underly- 
ing genetics of the human .species and how 
surface distinctions of skin color, hair and fa- 
cial features, which may loom so large in dai- 
ly life, liave nothing to do with the basic biol- 
ogy ofhuman differences, 

"Biologically, we arc saying in us.sencc liiat 
race is no longer u valid scientific distinction,” 
said Solomon H. Katz, a Universi/y of Penn- 
sylvania anthropologist. 

Speaking before the Amerie.in Association 
for the Advancement of Science, which is 
meeting thLs week in Atlanta, the rcsc.irchcrs 
made their presentations in the head of a re- 
gion that for centuries has been alternatively 
transfixed and transfigured by racial divisions, 

"Race is a social construct derived mainly 
from perceptions conditioned by evcnt.s of 
recorded history, and it has no basic biological 
reality," said C. Loring Brace, a biological an- • 
tliropologisl at the University of Michigan. 
"Curiously enough, the idea comes very close 
to being of American manufacture." . - 

The researchers were acting, in p.Trt, to cor- 
rect a legacy of misconccplion.s about the bi- 
ology of race, in which earlier generations of 
researchers provided the raw material for spu- 
rious claims of racial superiority. "Tltey liked 
to concoct a biological basis for mistreating 
people." said Brown University anthropolo- 
gist John Ladd. 

The work discussed Sunday draws on a 
new ability to reconstruct the genetic evolu- 
tion of humankind and ii new appreciation for 
how humanity developed genetic diversity as 
it spread around the globe.

Breast cancer survivors stand 
on the summit of Aconcagua

SUN VALLEY - Two weeks ago, 
three breast cancer survivors stood ex- 
hausted, but triumphant, atop Aconcagua 
in the Andes Mountains of Argentina - 
the tallest peak in the Western ilemi- 
sphere. 

The 23,085-foot climb, while symbolic 
of the three women's own struggle with 
the disease, also was an effort to raise 
awareness of and money for the fight 
against breast cancer. 

"It's a very lough climb," said Sun 
Valley resident and fashion designer Lau- 
ra Evans, who spearheaded Expedition 
Inspiration. 

I'hc Expedition Inspiration team, made 
up of 17 breast cancer survivors from 10 
states and ranging in age from early 20s 
to early 60s. left fryvArgentina in late 
'January. Evans and her husband, Roger, 
were the only local residents on the expe- 
dition. 

Renowned climber Peter Whittaker led 
the expedition. 

The 80-degree summer weather in the 
Argentine lowlands quickly turned wintry 
as snow storms and high winds threat- 
ened the climb. The altitude created some 
health problems, including bronchial in- 
fections and fatigue, disabling half of the 
summit (cam. Evans .said 

The climb was relatively uneventful 
until the team reached the 16,000-fool

Donning headlamps to ligtii their way, 
the group immediately ran into trouble in 
the form of a phenomenon known as the 
"penatentes." 

Pcnoicnics develon when wind and dirt 
create peaks and valleys of snow, Evans 
said. With the fresh knowfall, the treach- 
erous penatentes were covered from 
view. 

The .summit team sank to their annpits 
in the invisible holes, she said. It took 
more than a half an hour to crawl, swim 
and roll their way to fimier footing, 

"It was a rough way to .start the climb.” 

■ Evans .said. 

’ The next three hours proved uneventful 
until they reached the lust steep pu.sh to 
the summit. 

"The last part of the climb, which is 
called the Canialetia, is really gruesome," 
Evans said. 

Large boulders and loose rock make 
for a difficult climb at sea level, but pro- 
vide for a miserable climb at 23,000 feet, 
she said. 

Though progress was slow and ex- 
hausting, the three breast cancer sur- 
vivors, Dr. Ron Dom of Boise's Moun- 
tain Stales Tumor Institute, a three-per- 
son camera crew and Whittaker reached 
the summit - exhausted but happy, Evans 
said. ,1 .

Zapatistas winning hearts, minds of peasants

. PICHUCALCO. Mexico — As 
Mexican President Ernesto Zedillo 
Ponce dc Leon groped for a solution 
to the Chiapas conflict, the 
Zapatista rebels who deftly race 
through the jungles around 
Pichucalco just went about their 
business. 

Occasionally they would hear an 
oiiny helicopter approach and calm- 
ly duck out of view. 

But otherwi.se the Zapatistas 
didn't seem loo concerned about the 
Mexican army’s recent ndvance or 
about Zedillo’s order — since 
scaled buck — that soldiers arrest 
rebel leader Subcommander 
Marcos. ‘ 

“The national amiy doesn’t know 
the jungle, and wc do," said a 
Zapatista soldier with the nom de 
guerre Alfredo. "We have food. Wc 
have support, Wc con do this as 
long as we need to." 

The Zapatistas and other re.sidcni.s 
of the Lacundon jungle say that 
because the Chiapas war arose from 


decades of neglect and distrust, its 
resolution will not come quickly nr 
easily.

Zapatista communiques continue 
to insist the military withdraw from 
former rebel land as a condition for 
negotiations. The army, meanwhile, 
pushed ahead Friday, and the 
Interior Ministry said Mexican 
forces "will maintain their pre.sence 
in this zone under whatever cireum- 
stances," 

Miguel, a .1 1 -year-old Zapatista 
platoon commander interviewed last 
week in the hills above Pichucalco, 
said the rebels cumiot talk peace 
without an anny withdrawal because 
they cannot trust the government. 

"The government says it does not

will attack," 

A few miles ea.st of Pichucalco is 
the tiny ranching community of 
Salvador Allende. There, as in hun- 
dreds of similar settlements across 
Chiapas slate, it is clear whom peo- 
ple trust more and fear less. 

In trying to win the hearts and 
minds of Chiapas, Zedillo docs not 
have history on his side. 

Life was hard when Salvador 
Allende was founded 20 years ago 
and it has changed little since; a 
half-dozen families living in wood- 
slat homes with dirt floors and 
thatch roofs, a small hut where the 
women cook and the men e.il. a gar- 
den to grow sugar cane and peppers. 


Most dinicull for the ninchers of 
Salvador is their isolation. 

To get (here requires a 30-minuie 
flight by propeller plane to a short 
grass airstrip ui the village of 
Candelaria and then an'ii-mile hike 
through jungle. 

Mud on the trail is a fool deep in 
spots, and the path occasionally nar- 
rows to accommodate only one per- 


son. Like most of the Lacandon jun- 
gle, the trail from Candelaria to 
Salvador would be a treacherous 
place to conduct a war. 

On a cold night last week, while 
the women cleaned up after a dinner 
of rich coffetf" and fatty pork legs, 
the men of Salvador huddled around 
a single candle in Jimenez' home to 
pore over a newspaper brought by a 
small group of visitors. 

Taking out a pair of dime-store 
reading glosses from a leather Ray- 
Dan pouch, Lozaro Ruiz Clara 
peered at the latest Marcos commu- 
nique reprinted in the paper. He read 
in Spanish and switched into his 
native Indian tongue of Tzcltal to 
di.scuss whoi it might mean. 

Later, the men gathered again to 
talk with the new arrivals — the first 
journalLsts, the first foreigners to 
ever visit. 

The men lamented the low prices 
they get for the coffee they grow. 


They complained of having to pay 
middlemen exorbitant sums to take 
their livestock to market in 
Ocosingo. They criticized the 
region’s lack of health care and the 
cost of flying in medicine. 

When talk turned to the 
Zapatistas, four young boys sitting 
on a bench in the comer were sent 
out of the house. 

Then the men praised the 
Zapatista cause while insisting they 
themselves were not part of the 
Zapatista National Liberation Army, 
orEZLN, 

"We are members of a civil soci- 
ety, an independent group called 
ARIC — the Association of Rural 
Collected Interests," Jimenez said. 
"We arc not Zapatistas, even though 
the government and people in sur- 
rounding communities say that we 
arc." 

An official ARIC organization set 
up by the long-ruling Institutional 


Revolutionary Party still counts 
large numbers of campesinos' in its 
membership. That’s why Jimenez, 
like campesinos in Candelaria and 
other nearby towns, was quick to 
make clear that their ARIC was 
independent! 

. If it sounded to outsiders like a 
fine line between an independent 
ARIC and the EZLN, that did not 
matter to Jimenez. The men of 
Salvador did not have gun.s, Jimenez 
said. They were not soldiers; they 
were not, then, ZapaiiKta.s. 

Asked whether Salvador residenLs 
would give food or shelter to a 
Zapatista in need, the men discussed 
the issue in Tzcltal among them- 
selves and then declared that there 
was food and room enough for who- 
ever walked through town. 

"Wc also would help a Mexican 
soldier who has hunger and thirst ~ 
if he treated us with respect," one 
man said.

U.S. tries to return Hitler property Parents of aids child

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) — 

After 50 ycai^ the U.S. militmy is giv- 
ing some prime Bavarian real estate 
back to Germany. Not just any old 
piece of land. 

The property was once Hitler's 
Alpine Redoubt, and the German gov- 
ernment wanted the Amcricaiis to keep 
it. 

Since May 1945, when the U.S. 

Army’s 101st Airborne confiscated 
Nazi property in Berchtesgaden and on 
nearby Obetsalzberg mountain, count- 
less American troops and their families 
have enjoyed the hotels, villas and ski 
slope once used by the Third Reich’s 
elite. 

With the reduction of American 
forces in Europe from 300.000 in the 
late 1980s to 100,000 this year, the 
U.S. military decided to close one of its 
three vacation centers in southern 
Oemtany. 

Col. Richard Bridges of U.S. Amy 
Headquarters in Hctdelberg said the 
Obetsatzberg and Berchtesgaden facili- 
ties weren't needed because they need- 
ed extensive renovations.

Micron chose Omaha, Neb., Oklahoma 
City, Okla., and Utah County, Utah, os its 
sweepstakes llnalisis. Officials .said the 
three areas alt have good ininsporintion 
connections, adequate water and the.jicc- 
cssary education facilities. 

Nampa officials deserve public thanks 
for their efforts to bring Micron to 
Canyon County. They worked hord. Wc 
have to believe that if all things hod been 
equal the plant would have been built 
here. But state ofTiciais took both Nampa 
and Boise out of the Micron hunt by re- 
fusing to establish an engineering school 
nt Boise State University. 

Gov. Piiil Batt anfl state Board of Edu- 
cation Chairman Roy Mosman claim they 
didn't know an engineering school at 
DSU would be the determining factor in 
^ Micron's site selection. 

Gel real. 

If Bait and Mosman didn't know how 
important the .school was to Micron, they 
were the only ones over the age of 12 in 
the state who didn’t get the picture. 

Jerry Hess, a member of the Micron 
Board of Directors, confirms the lack of a 
real engineering program at Boise State 
eliminated local contenders. 

Micron officials .offered S6 million as 
nn incentive for (he stale to .start a stand 
alone program at Boise State. If the com- 
pany was willing to invest that kind of 
money, it’s ridiculous to believe it would 
have looked anywhere but southwest Ida- 
ho fora plant site. 

If the BSU engineering school had 
been approved, either Nampa or Boise 
would have been a lead pipe cinch for the 
new Micron plant. 

Who's responsible for the loss of 3,500 
new jobs and the estimated S3 13 million on- 
nual.boost to the southwest Idaho economy? 

And let's not forget the S60 million in 
taxes (he new plant would have paid an- 
nually. 

There's plenty of blame to go around. 

Don’t cloud 

Nuclear waste cleanup at the Idaho Na- 
tional Engineering Laboratory is fine, so 
Vlong as it doesn’t dirty up someplace 
cl.se. Future development at INEC cannot 
be allowed if it causes air quality to dete- 
riorate at nearby Craters of the Moon Na- 
tional Monument. 

If the U.S. Department of Energy de- 
cides to build new waste-processing 
plants, every precaution must be taken to 
preserve the pristine integrity of Carters. 
If expensive scrubbers need to be added 
to smokestacks, that's the price of clean 
air. If plants need to be sited in out-of- 
the-w ay locations, so be it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Clinton is making a “grave mistake'* in 
using the troubl^ nomination of Dr. 
Henry Foster as surgeon general to 
brand anti-abortion groups as extrem- 
ists, Senate Majori^ Lco^iBob Dole 
said Sunday.

Clinton “mokes it grave mistake 
when he refers to pro-life s up portere as 
extremists." Dole added. 

Foster’s nomioatioo ran into trouble 
after it was revealed that the 
Tennessee obstetrician-gynecologist 
performed some abortions during a 
nearly 40-ycar career. 

The president, in an interview 
scheduled for broadcast Monday, rdt- 
craied his support for Foster. “I don't 
think that he has done anything that . 
disq^ifics him," CUnton told CBS's 
"This Morning.” 

“I don’t think it's dead," be said of 
Foster's nomination. ”i wouldn’t be 
.surprised if he did get confirmed." 

Clinton also criticized lawmakers, 
including Democrats, who have 
spoken against the nomination. 
"This is on outstanding man with an 
outstanding record who deserv^ to 
be confirmed If they don't want to 
vote for him, that’s their problem, 
not mine," be said in the interview 
taped lost week.

NAACP 
head eyes 
trip back 
to roots 

NEW YORK (AP) — Myrlic 
Evcrs'Willinms. the new chairwoman 
of tile NAACP, made it clear Sunday 
that she intends to lake the belea- 
guered civil rights group back to its 
grassroots and the ordinary people 
who have kept it alive. 

An early priority is to create a 
newsletter from the chairwoman to let 
the rank and file know what's going 
on. she said. There will be appeals to 
corporations to donate to NAACP pro- 
grams — and reports to the 2,200 local 
branches who will run them. 

The operating theme is that Evers- 
Williams, 61, doesn't intend to forget 
the revolt that prompted the NAACP 
board of dircetors to elect her as its 
new leader, succeeding William 
Gibson. 

"The people who make up the 
NAACP were well-represented here. 
They spoke, and the board members 
listened," she said. “The challenges 
that we face are great, We now have 
the unity and the sense of purpose to 
meet those challenges head on." 

Gib.son was toppled from the chair- 
manship Saturday aficr a raucous gen- 
eral ses-sion in which 700 angry mem- 
bers booed a treasurer's report they 
thought was false. Led by 90-ycar-oId 
activist Enolia McMillian, the mem- 
bent delivered a vole of no confidence 
in his leadership. 

Then, 300 members crashed the 
board’s closed meeting, and refu-sed to 
leave when Gibson aticmpicd to limit 
the session to board members. Board 
membere asked Evers-Williams to tiy to 
penoiade them to allow a closed session. 
She did. and the members calmly left. 

“Tliey stood up in unison and said, 
'Only for you, Myrlic."’ said board 
member Joseph Madison. "If I were a 
board member sitting on the fence, 
that certainly would have swayed me.’’ 

Gibson was defeated by one vote. 

After the election. President Clinton 
culled Evers-Williams. 

"He spoke to the board members 
and said we all have a lot of work to 
do, and that he looked forward to 
working with us." she said. "People in 
the audience said, ‘We need your help, 
loo. Mr, President."’ 

With Gibson gone, the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People is turning its attention 
to a gathering in Washington this 
week to oppose parts of the GOP 
“Contract With America" and voice 
support for Dr. Henry Foster, nominee 
for surgeon general. 

The two-day gathering will bring 
the NAACP back into the national 
debate on civil rights, ju.st ns welfare 
reform and rollbacks of affirmutivc 
action are becoming big issues on 
Capitol Mill. 

“To the exieni that the internal 
debate has ended in the NAACP. we 
can now refocus our efforts," said 
Wade Henderson, the NAACP's lob- 
byist in Washington, "Tlie new chair- 
person is committed to revitalizing the 
(NAACP's) strength, which is found 
in its gra.ssrooLs ba.se." 

Simultaneously, Evers-Williams 
plans to pul together a team to find a 
new executive director to replace 
Benjiihiin Cliavis, who was ousted last 
August, In the meantime, interim 
administrator Earl Shinhoster will 
serve us acting c.xeculive dircclor. 

Hvcrs-Williams also is assembling 
lawyers and accountants to u.ssess the 
^ NAACP's debt, which is estimated at 
about S3 million. The nc^ treasurer, 
Wall Street tlnancicr Frank Borges, 
will spend the next few days review- 
ing the NAACP’s books. 

"She will send a message to corpo- 
rate America and to our branches that 
they will be included in the decision- 
making. and they will have account- 
ability,'' said board member Ila/el 
Dukes, “Everyone will be included 
and not excluded," 

No sooner was Evers-Williams 
elected than about S60.000 in dona- 
tions came in. said Roy Williams, 
vice-chainuan of the special contribu- 
tions fund and a community relations 
manager for theraulomaker. Also. 
Chrysler Corp. committed to a 
S I OO.OOO donation, he .said. '

TWIN FALLS - About half of the Magic 
Valley groundwater pumpers |«ve deci&d 
how Aey will meet new state requirements 
to measure and report water use begiiming 
with the start of the 1995 irrigation season. 

Ground water pumpers in the Idaho 
Department of Water Resources 
Administrative Basin 36 were told lost year 
to decide whether to install measuring 
devices on their wells or to provide infor- 
mation so power records can used to esti- 
mate water withdrawals. 

More than 100 surface water diversions 
must also be measured and amounts report- 
ed. Owners of about 400 wells will use 
power records to calculate the volume of 
water used, according the to department. 
Owners must sign a special power record 
use ogreement and return it to the state. 

Another 350 wells will use measuring 
devices already in place or which will be 
installed before the pumps are turned on for 
the 1995 irrigation season. 

Owners of about 635 wells have yet to 
decide how they will meet the measuring 
requirement Well owners had until Joru 20 
to moke the decision. Under the 1994 law, 
water users con face curtailment of their 
water diversions if they do not measure and 
report water use. 

Volunteers do their part to 
enhance millions of public acres 

BOISE - Individuals and organizations 
gave more of their own time last year to 
enhance the nearly l2.milIion acres of pub- 
lic land the Bureau of Land Management 
administers in Idaho, 

In 1994, 875 volunteers gave 52,302 
hours to complete projects valued at 
approximately S670.000. That is a 6 percent 
increase from the amount of time volunteers 
donated in 1993. 

Volunteer projects in 1994 included 
planting trees and bitteibrush, building and 
maintaining trails, completing wildlife habi- 
tat improvement activities, serving os camp- 
ground hosts, excavating orchacological 
. sites, cleaning up recreation areas, assisting 
with limber sales preparation, conducting 
river patrols, identifying public land bound- 
aries and proving word processing. 

The BLM publishes a "Volunteer 
Opportunities Catalogue" listing the 
cl^ces for people to work on public land 
improvement projects throughout the state.

, KIMBERLY - A former city i»lice offi- 
cer has filed a $850,000 tort claim against 
the city - the second claim filed against the 
city in recent weeks. 

' Ex-Kimberly police officer Eugene 
Bradley, who now lives in Pocatello 
according to a copy of the notice obtained 
from the city clerk’s o^ce, claims he has 
suffered irreparable damages from his ter- 
mination from the police department in 
July. 

Bradley's claim come Just one week alter 
former police Chief Jim Campbell filed a 
similar tort claim against the city, stem- 
ming from hi^ own dismissal lost year. 

Bradley could not be reached for com- 
ment Saturday, but according to a letter to 


the editor he sent to The Times-News lost 
August, the former officer and the former 
chief clashed over departmental policy, 
leading to Bradley's dismissal. 

Two weeks later. Campbell, who hod 
been Kimberly’s police chief since 1970, 
was fired by the mayor and City Council 
amid allegations of mishandling several 
criminal investigations. 

In his claim, Campbell says he was 
wrongfully terminated by the city, and 
seeks S500.000 in damages. 

Bradley, who had worked full lime on 
the police force for about six months before 
being fired, has also promised to take the 
city to court for emotional, psychologinl 
and financial damages. 

“The finol court date is when 1 will moke 
my devastating blow against the city of 
Kimberly,’’ Bradley wr6(e in his claim. 


"1 did my job in Kimberly," Bradley 
wrote in his .letter to the editor. "1 served 
the people and tried to be a conscientious, 
honest worker for the taxpayers and would 
not use city funds or misuse the time that 1 
was being paid for." 

Bradley’s letter accused the former chief 
and the city officials had covered “up the 
corruption in Kimberly and that the 
only reason action was brought against 
Campbell wos “the constant media atten- 
tion. The city officials had to do something 
to keep honest citizens quiet and make 
themselves look good." 

Campbell declined to comment. 

Among other charges, Bradley has 
accused the city of discrimination, harass- 
ment, and slander, as well os causing dam- 
ages to his law enforcement career.

TWIN FALLS — Like n lot of his class- 
mates in (he seventh grade at Robert Stuart 
Junior High School. Garrett Reynolds can't 
wait (0 get home in the aliemoon to plant 
himself in front of a video gome, 

But oa. Garrett's computer, Sonic the 
Hedgehog and the lethal ninjas of Monol 
Kombat can't compete with knights, bish- 
ops and rooks. 

"It's 0 game that takes a lot of studying." 
Garrett said Sunday between rounds at the 
Idaho State Closed Chess Championships. 
“And computer programs are hard because 
they don't make mistakes." 

Neither does Garrett, at least not many. 
At a|e 12, he’s ranked 32nd in the country 
in his age group — just three years offer 
getting serious about the game. 

“Some players have a natural tolent for 
chess, and Garrett certainly docs,” said 
Barry Eocker, who's long been active in the 
local chess club and organized (he state 
tournament. "But to get better takes a lot of 
studying, and Garrett’s not afraid to put in 
the work." 

It shows in his game. At the mid-point of 
the state toursament Sunday afternoon, 
Garrett had beaten some more experienced 
opponents, 

"There ore a lot of chess players around 
here, but not a lot of kids who ploy chess,” 
he said. “So I'm used to playing older 
opponents." 

Players get into the national U.S. Chess 
Federation rankings by competing in sanc- 
tioned tournaments. If they win or tie, they 
earn points, and the better the opponents, 
the more points they com. 

“It's hard for a chess player in Idoho to 
improve his ranking above a certain level 
because there aren’t very many top chess i 
players who live here," Eocker soid.* 
“There's only one chess master in the state, 
and doesn't ploy much in Idaho." 

Technically, Garrett is classified os a 
Class C player by the USCF — although 
Eacker says he's really playing at the next 
level. If he continues to improve, Eocker 
says Garrett could eventually crack the lop 
tier in his age group, which would enable 
him to play in national competitions.

"Gorrett ploys competitively every 
chonce he gets, ond that’s one of the rea- 
sons he’s done so well," Eacker soid. "If

® Garrett, who lived in Orem. Utah. Rupert 
and Burley before his family moved to 
Twin Falls. learned the game from his 
father, whom Gorrett describes as on "over- 
age" chessplayer. 

“He finally gave up chess bccousc he had 
to work.” Gorrett said. "My mother knows 
enough about the game to tell what's going 
on, and my (younger) brother and sister 
both ploy." 

Like most accomplished chess players, 


Gorrett says he can visualize strategies and 
scenarios, but he says he still has much to 
Icom. 

“There's a lot I don't know that I pick up 
by studying," he said. “And you learn 
every time you play." 

Gorrett wants to play competitive chess 
when he grows up, but although he’s good 
at math, he doesn’t know where he wants 
to go to college or whot he wants to study. 

‘Tve wanted to be about 10 different 
things at different times,” he soid. 

Chess, you see, isn't his life. He likes 
sports too. 

“Cbess playeiB aren't nerds," he said.

Also, all liability would be removed 
from the city ond county. 

The proposal indicates St. Luke's 
would cooperote with the county in oper- 
ating the nursing home that is part of the 
Wood River Medical Center in Hailey. 

Harlig said that strictly from a business 
standpoint it would appear the advantage 
lies with St, Luke's.

German star regains No. 1 ranking by beating Mary Pierce, 6-2, 6-2 


PARIS (AP) - Steffi Graf erased [i 
lot of doubts - her own and others - 
by routing Mary Pierce, 6-2, 6-2, 
Sunday at the Paris Open to regain 
the No. 1 world ranking, 

“I came here on Monday and 1 
still felt I wasn’t sure if I was ready 
to play in a tournament.” Graf said. 
"Then to come here and beat two top 
five playerii. I just didn’t expect any- 
thing like that could happen." 

Graf had been sidelined for three 
months with back and leg injuries, 
lo.sing her No. 1 women’s ranking to 
Aranxta Sanchez Vicario while 
struggling to get back in condition. 

“I didn’t know how I would do," 
Graf said. “I was just waiting for 
.something to come.” 

That something was four solid 
victories in five days, including wins 
over fifth-rnnked Jana Novotna in 
the .semifinals and then over third- 
ranked Pierce. As a result, Graf will 
move past Sanchez Vicario when the 
new rankings come out Monday. 

Sanchez Vicario took over the top 
ranking on Feb. 6 afier Graf missed 
the Australian Open. Pierce bent 
Sanchez Vicario for the Australian 
title, but was no match for Graf on 
Sunday. i

But Graf 
held with (wo crunching forehands 
and her ninth acc. Pierce held the 
next game but Graf rolled through 
the next four without much trouble 
to make it another 6-2 set. 

Graf lost to Pierce twice last year, 
in (lie French Open semifinals and in 
(he Virginia Slims quarterfinals in 
November, her last match before 
this week. 

Graf said there was a big diiTcr- 
ence from her 6-2. 6-2 loss to Pierce 
at the French Open lost June. 

"I fell myself in a totally differont 
spirit then,” Graf said.

Blair shines 

MILWAUKEE (AP) - Bonnie 
Blair so dominated three genera- 
tions of Olympic sprinters that she 
took to battling the clock instead of 
opponents. 

She beat time itself on Sunday, 
winning the 1995 World Sprint 
Speedskating Championship at the 
Pettit National Icc Center in her 
final races on American ice. 

Blair, 30. who delayed retire- 
ment for a year after winning dou- 
ble go(jl in the Winter Olympics in 
Norway so she could skate for the 
world title on her home ice, swept 
all four races in the two-day event. 

She look the 500 meters in 39.54 
seconds Sunday and the 1,000 ot 
1:19.52. 

"Thi.s was the competition I was 
aiming for all season.” Blair said. 
"To a certain extent, I can kind of 
relax a little bit. 

"But this isn’t it,” she added. 
"This was the main part of the sea- 
son, but 1 still want to try to skate 
well the rest of the year." 

Blair, who has six Olympic 
medals including five golds, is 
retiring next month after World 
Cup events in Norway and 
■Germany and a final stop in 
Calgary, where she won her first 
gold in the 19K8 Winter GamcH. 

"The hard part of the season is 
done." Blair said. "Now it’s the 
fun part.” 

Instead of slowing dow'n us she 
approaches her 3 1st birthday in 
March, Blair, the most successful 
American woman Olympian ever, 
has been skating some of the best

limes of her life. 

Earlier this month, she set the 
world record with a 38.69 in the 
500 meters at Calgary. On 
Saturday, she set two track records 
by taking the SOO in 39.13 seconds 
andthg 1,000 at 1:19.43. 

“1 always try to really focus in 
on the clock. It's me competing 
against my.self, and that’s what I 
thrive on.” Blair said. "Me against 
the clock.” 

But Blair .said her success hasn't 
caused her to reconsider retire- 
ment. 

“No, sorry,” she said, smiling. 

With the overall sprint champi- 
ons determined by a combined 
score from all four races, Blair was 
the runaway women’s winner with 
158.145 points. 

Oksana Ravilova of Russia, sec- 
ond in the 1,000 and third in the 
500 Sunday, wos the ninnerup, fol- 
lowed by Germany's Franziska 
Schenk. 

Yoon-Man Kim of Korea, who 
won the men's 1,000 Saturday, 
took both (he SOO (36.42) and 
1,000 (1:13.11) Sunday to win the 
men's title with 146.025 points. 
Japanese teammates Hiroyasu- 
Shimizu and Yasunori Miyabo 
were second and third. 

Blair wa.s paired with teammate 
Christine Witty, a 19-year-old 
from West Allis, Wis., in the 
1,000, 

As U.S. coach Nick Thomelz 
worked with Witty, Blair got 
retired Olympic gold medalist Dun 
Jansen out of the stands to tlash 


her split times on the backstrctch, 

"He kind of became my coach 
for a race,” Blair said. 

Blair said she was disappointed 
with her times Sunday, but 
couldn't complain about the head- 
line stop on her farewell world 
tour. 

At the 
beginning of the season, my main 
objective was to come here and be 
competitive and hopefully be in 
(he (op three, so I definitely went 
past my expectations,” Blair said.

The dream is over Hp 

No NBA glory for ‘Hoop Dreams’ star — w/fH 
but William Gates is still shooting for success H|f

MILWAUKEE — If William Gales 
. were in o Hollywood movie, his story 
would have o hcait-tugging. feel-good 
ending; He’d be racing down a bas- 
ketball court, finally living his dream 
of making it to the NBA. 

But "Hoop Dreams,” the documen- 
tary of his quest, was a slice of real 
life, and now that his college basket- 
ball career is ending, Cates knows 
there will be no fairy:tale finale, no 
seven-figure contract and, likely, no 
bids from the pros. 

Still, he says, that shouldn’t stop in- 
ner-city kids from chasing that same 
fantasy. 

"They need to have that dream — 
that’s what makes life so great, espe- 
cially growing up in Cabrini Green,’’ 
the decaying Chicago housing project 
■ where he grew up. Gates says. 

“Sometimes, that's the only thing 
you have to live for. your dream. For 
me, basketball was my sole guidance 
to get out of Cabrini. I may not make 
it to the NBA but 1 still got out.’’ 

“Hoop Dreams” follows the diver- 
gent paths oftwo Chicago basketball ' 
prodigies — Gates and Anhur Agee 
— from the asphalt playgrounds to 
the high-pressure and often ruthless 
world of prep sports, glib college re- 
cruiters and big (think dollar signs) 
promises. 

The film also is a parable of life in 
the inner-city, replete with triumphs 
and tragedies to rival any reel-world 
plot: a brother's own dashed basket- 
ball dreams, a father's struggles with 
cocaine, a mother’s Joy Just because 
her son reaches his 18lh birthday 
without being killed. 

The 4Ji-ycar film odyssey of Agee 
and Gates starts with their recruitment 
into St. Joseph High School in subur- 
boh Chicago, where the coach dream.<i, 
too. of winning a state championship 
and discovering another Isiah 
Thomas, the former Detroit Pistons 
star who also played there. 

While Gates had s financial 
sponsor. Agee had to tnasfer to a 
Chicago public school when his 







family couldn't pay the tuition. The 
movie hints that St. Joseph's — 
which recently settled a suit against 
the filmmakers after claiming they 
had misrepresented the school and 
their intent — wasn’t as eager to

Row does Elast beat the slam? 
Instead of trying for two down, be 
should aim at only down one. Giv- 
en South’s confident bidding, fiiid- 
ing the dub ace with West was a 
long shot, so the main threat was 
dummy's long diamond suit And 
to try to neutralize the suit East 
must return a trump at trick two.

Ups for 
playing dead 
in an opera 

My advice to you, if you ever get in* 
vited to play the part of a corpse in an 
opera, is: Ask questions.

Although fitness experts ogree that 
Americans have access to more and better 
information about exercise and good nutri- 
tion thon ever before, they acknowledge 
that it's hard to sqiarotc fact from fiction. 

And that can keep people from exercis- 
ing correctly — or exercising at oil. 

Donald Ardcll, director of the University 
of Central Florida Wellness Center, be- 
lieves in the power of good informalion to 
change people's attitude toward exercise 
and good health. 

"People have this notion that they are too 
old. too far gone or too lazy to get started," 
said Ardcll, publisher of a quarterly news- 


paper and author of a soon-to-be released 
book. “Health Tips from America’s Fitness 
Leaders." 

Here is a "best of collection of fitness 
fallacies gleaned from Ardcll, Jackowski 
and other experts, followed by the facts that 
should set you on the road to personal fit- 
ness or, if you’re already on the journey, 
moke it easier to navigate. 

FALLACY: No pain, no gain. If one is 
good, two is better. 

TRUTH: Whether it’s exercise, dieting 
or vitamins, there can be too much of a 
good thing. Robert Brosmer, executive di- 
rector of the Peggy and Philip Crosby 
Wellness Center in Winter Park, Fla., likes 
to coach people to “train, don’t strain.” 

If you push yourself too hard, you’re 
likely to get hurt and have to stop exercis- 
ing until you recover — a wasted effort. 


said Brosmer, coauthor of the book “Health 
& High Pcri^ormance." Brosmer likes to 
quote the philosophy of Arthur Jones, in- 
ventor of Nautilus equipment who said, 
"Any exercise in excess of the minimum 
amount required Will be wasted efTort at 
best and counterproductive at worst." 

FALLACY: Weight loss is a key part of 
getting fit. 

TRUTH: Your weight has no direct bear- 
ing on your physical fitness level. "1 have 
people who weigh less than 100 pounds 
and they arc in the worst shape," said Larry 
Stone, a longtime personal trainer in Orlan- 
do and former champion bodybuilder. ‘Tve 
put models through my workout, and they 
arc huffing and puffing." 

Getting in shape often means adding 
weight — shedding fat butjpicking up mus-

Health notes 


COUGH, HACK, SPUTTER: Once or twice an 
hour, normol breathing is interrupted as air rushes 
from the lungs and out of the mouth at an incredible 
speed. This interruption, a cough, is a normal re- 
sponse of the respiratory system as it works to de- 
fend the body. Many things can cause a cough, in- 
cluding infections (such as cold, flu, bronchitis and 
pneumonia), asthma, smoking and irritants in the en- 
vironment. Coughs come in many varieties: some are 
"productive," bringing mucus up from the lungs and 
airway passages; dry, hacking coughs arc ficqucntly 
associated with a cold and will go away in a week or 
so. A lingering cough may be a sign of an underlying 
illness; consult a physician if the cough lasts more 
than two or three weeks. 

NO KISS FOR DEATH: AIDS is not a kissing 
disease, and now researchers think they’ve found at 
least one reason why. According to a National Insti- 
tute of Dental Research scientist, a protein in human 
salivo called secretory leukocyte protease inhibitor, 
or SLPI, keeps the AIDS'virus from infecting white 
blood cells. AIDS doesn't appear to be transmitted 
readily through kissing or oral sex. In fact, it's hard 
to even find the AIDS virus in the saliva of people 
who are infected. It's unclear how SLPI works, but it 
may open up new strategics for AIDS medicines. 

SOME FISH STORY: You’ve heard all the scary 
slories aboui the growing danger of dnig-rcsistnm 


bnctcrin? Well, the protein that gives dccp-sca fish 
that eerie blue glow could someday help overcome 
that problem. Biochemist John Lee of the University 
of Georgia and colleagues think the lumozinc protein 
that produces biolumincsccnce could provide a battle 
plan that invading bacteria can't defend against. Oth- 
er researchers call Lee’s work a novel approach but 
caution that the jump to new antibiotics is a long one. 

BUROEONINO BACTERIA: They’d better hurry 
up with that fish stuff. A bacterial infection that can 
cause fatal meningitis or blood poisoning among 
young children is striking with increasing frequency 
in the United States, federal researchers report in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association. Out- 
breaks of group C meningococcal disease arc still 
too rare to cause alarm but arc among emerging 
threats health experts arc watching. 

HEALTHY HISPANICS: Women, you’d do well 
to learn from (he diets of recent Mexican immi- 
grants. Mexienn-bora women cal more meats,, veg- 
etables and beans and use less nicotine, alcohol and 
cofTcc — and it shows up in better health for them- 
selves and their babies, University of California, San 
Frimcisco rescarehers report. But as the immigrants 
become more Americanized, their diet rapidly deteri- 
orates and health problems quickly increase.

Brown says 
some of his middic-age clients have 
remarked that they are in the best 
shape of their lives, even some who 
were well-conditioned athletes in 
their youth. 

FALLACY: If I get fit, my whole 
life will turn around. 

TRUTH: Getting fit is certainly a 


good place to start, but fitness is not 
an end unto itself. "A focus on fit- 
ness as the answer is wrong," Aidcll 
said. "Personally. I think fitness is 
just a symptom of larger issues, such 
as whether you ore glad to be here." 
All the exercise and stress manogc- 
ment in the world won't help if you 
ore miserable in your job, Ardell 
said. ^ 

FALLACY:' Modem science and 
fitness gurus arc gettirfg closer to 
creating the perfect exercise ma- 
chine or technique — n “break- 
through!" ' 

TRUTH: There’s no such thing as 
the perfect machine or technique and 
never will be. "The best exercise," 
said Brosmer, “is the one you ate 
going to stick to."

OK, so you’re among the 10 per- 
cent of all Americans who exercise 
regularly. Feeling pretty good about 
yourself, right? 'Hunk again. 

According to fitness expert Ed- 
word Jackowski, probably nine of 
every 10 people who exercise aren't 
doing it right. And if you aren’t do- 
ing it prepay, you’re wasting vour 
time; more importantly, you’re leav- 
ing yourself vulnerable to injury. 

Want to get it right? Here are 
some tips from Jackowski and 
other experts: 

■ Include all four phases of a 
workout in your exercise regi- 
men: warm-up, stretching, the 
main exercise and a'cool-down. 

• Do the worm-up before the 
stretching. Many people stretch 
before doing anything else. Bad 
idco. Light jogging, walking in 
place or jumping jacks raise l»dy 
temperature, increase your heart 
rate and push blood to the muscles 
to prepare them for stretching. 

• Do not bounce or hold your 
breath when stretching. Relax 
ond hold the stretch for 10 to 30 
seconds, 

• Cross train. Long before Bo 
Jackson started mixing and match- 
ing woritouts in his TV and maga- 
zine ads (Bo knows basketball. Bo 
knows baseball, etc.), experts 


were lecommcnding it os o way to 
exercise all your body’s muscles, 
avoid boredom and prevent in- 
juries. Tiy swimming, biking, jog- 
ging; aerobics and weight training. 

• Do sit-ups correctly. Don't 
lock your feet under anything and 
don’t keep your legs straight. 
Bent-knee sit-ups with your feet 
flat on the floor are better for your 
back and the abdominal muscles 
you are trying to strengthen. Also, 

' don't expect to/lose inches from 
your waist doing sit-ups alone. 
Hundreds of ait-upa a day wilt 
strengthen your muscles but 
won't necesaorily remove fat. Sit- 
ups, properly done, con help those 
with chronic bock pain. 

• Use a jump ro^. It’s the best 
piece of exercise equipment, says 
Jackowski. It tones and strength- 
ens all mojor muscles, bums lots 
of calories and improves cardio- 
vascular conditioning. It's also 
relatively inexpensive. 

• Jog slowly or walk to cool 
down after exercising vigorously. 
This allows your heart rate and 
blood pressure to drop, which 
makes thing easier on your heart 
and helps reduce muscle soreness 
the next day. Cool doWn for four 
to eight minutes, depending on 
the intensity of the exercise. 

• Wotk out at least three times a 
week, with each lasting 43 minutes.

As the O.J. Simpson trial unfolds 
before the gaping public, ouirattcntion 
turns toward the case's fashion de- 
ments: Bruno Magli shoes, Reeboks, 
black gloves from Bloomingdalc’s, 
the knit.cap ... the lawyers. 

The lawyers not only are prosecut- 
ing and defending, but they’re also 
styling, voguing and wardrobing for 
the camera and jury. There’s Marcia 
Clark — who seems to have dusted 
off her copy of "The Woman’s Dress 
for Success Book" by John T. Molloy. 
And Robert Shapiro, who’s taking his 
style cues from Amic Becker, fopner- 
ly of “LA Law.” (Just a li^lclhint, 
Bob, “LA Law” was ’80s. ItVyovcr. 
Canceled. While wc appreciate your 
color sense, this is 1995. Downscale. 
Simplify. Just a suggestion.) 

(A week ago Tuesday. Clark start- 
ed a lawyer’s brawl with Defense 
attorney Johnnie Cochran Jr. by 
wearing a lapel pin depicting a tiny 
angel wilh outspread wings. Nicole 
Simpson Brown's family has adopted 
the angel as a symbol for the murder 
victims. Cochran complained that the 
gold pin violated Judge Lance Ito’s 
order forbidding the attorneys to wear 
any symbols lilted to the case.) 

To be fair, all the lawyers have an 
inherent problem. They’re in LA. 

We’re not. The rest of the country 
— in terms of dress, at least — 
tends to be more conservative, says 
image consultant Peg Treacy of 
Churchill Associates in Detroit. 
Trcacy specializes in nonverbal 
commuiuciuion skills. 

The lawyers have to dress for the 
jury of fellow Californians and us. 
Not exactly a no-win situation, but 
quite a balancing act.

offices or laboratories.'' 

Between medical examinations, 
Pinto uses a home cholesterol test, one 
of the blest in-home tests on the mar- 
ket. to monitor his cholesterol levels. 

“I have high cholesterol, and by 
doing the test at home, I save myself the 
lime and money involved with a trip to 
a doctor for the .some results," he says. 

“I'm not saying that you should 
keep away from the doctor, but the 
home lest makes you belter informed 
about your health. The test should be 
used as a guide. It should make you 
aware that you need to sec n doctor. 

"I will sometimes test myself if I 
want to cal a big meal. If my choles- 
terol is not too high, then I will feel 
belter about having a steak lliat night.” 

The home cholesterol test became 
available in June 1994. It is a hand- 
held plastic ca.<ucllc that measures cho- 
lesterol, producing results that read like 
a tlicnnomeicr. 

Users must prick their fingers and 
place one to two drops of blood on the 
pla.siic device. Results, which are 97- 
perceni accurate when the test is per- 
formed correctly, are available within 
15 minutes. The cost of the test is 
between SI5 and S20. 


Pinto says the convenience of home 
testing and monitoring makes the prod- 
ucts so popular. He sells most of these 
items — especially pregnancy tests — 
on weekends, when patients don't 
always Itavc cosy access to a doctor. 

Pregnancy tests and blood-glucosc 
monitors currently comprise about 90 
percent of the home-testing market. 
Annual sales of these and other liome 
diagnostics arc expected to'incrcasc 
from SI billion to nearly $4 billion by 
the year 2000, according to the maga- 
zine Drug Topics. 

Part of the appeal of iiomc diagnos- 
tics is that most scif-icsts have become 
increasingly user-friendly. 

Pregnancy tests, in panicubr. have 
come a long way since they entered the 
home-testing ma^ct in 1978.
